Much lias been said of the audacity 
of man in building his home in spots .so 
dangerous as the slopes of Mont Pelee 
have proved themselves to be. Yet all 
history affords illustrations of tlie calm 
forgetfulness with which the race 
erects its dwelling places on the sites 
of the most dreadful catastrophes. Ve¬ 
suvius still smokes •over beautiful Na¬ 
ples. Lisbon rises, beautiful and im¬ 
posing, where a “convulsion of nature” 
once brought unutterable fright and 
desolation. The Japanese still crowd 
the coasts of thblr tide-swept islands 
and the Chinese huddle along the 
banks of the Ilonng-IIo. It is not very 
many months since Galveston was 
overwhelmed by flood, yet a new Gal¬ 
veston is being built on the dangerous 
site of the wreckage and the people of 
the city are ready to-take their chances 
of a similar disaster in the future. 
There Is absolutely nothing to prevent 
a second tidal wave from the Gulf, yet 
the city pursues its daily task, appar¬ 
ently unafraid. 

Charles Schwab’s apple donation gets 
through the hide and luto the heart. 
He was Just such a happy-go-lucky boy 
ns you can And anywhere now, and he 
liked the taste of stolen apples. The 
original sin in every boy adds sweet¬ 
ness to purloined fruit. It shouldn’t be 
bo, but it is so. Let the sociologists ex¬ 
plan It If they can. Schwab used to 
steal his apples from trees on the 
grounds of Mt. Aloysius’ Academy at 
Cresson, Pa. He never forgot It. Men 
don’t forget these things. They love 
the memory of youthful pranks, and 
tell the tales to tlielr children and their 
grandchildren. And, way down in the 
heart, there Is often a sneaking desire 
to go back to the old town, walk up to 
the farmer from whom he used to steal 
melons, laugh at the dog, and remark ; 
'‘Mr. Jones, do you know me? Don’t 
/on remember Bill Rogers’ boy, whom 


you set the dog on and shot full of rock 
salt? Just thought I’d drop in on the 
old town and see how things look.” 
And then you planned to pay off the 
mortgage on Jones’ farm, leave money 
for a new library, buy upiforms for the 
“Unipali, Umpab Cornet Band,” and 
slather money nround like a prince. 
Plenty of men have had those dreams. 
Few can carry them out. Mr. Schwab 
could; and, ns dramatic as you please, 
lie planked down $25,000 of good Steel 
Trust money In payment of the Bald¬ 
wins he stole many years ago. Every 
man who has wanted to go back and 
“make good” will envy Mr. Schwab 
the sensation and the pleasure he got 
out of the gift. 

Prophecies of gypsies, astrologers and 
other readers of the future, foretelling 
the calamity that recently befel King 
Edward, are being resurrected, or man¬ 
ufactured after the event, and present¬ 
ed to the creduloug with becoming 
gravity. These pretended prophecies 
are reminders of the pagan past, when 
the gods took an intimate and respect¬ 
ful interest in the fate of kings. Por¬ 
tents were seen In the skies warning 
men that something dire was about to 
happen to his Majesty, and when lie 
died earthquakes and storms testified 
to the sympathy of nature with an 
event so tremendous. Those were the 
days when a king was a king, and very 
few had any doubt of his divine ap¬ 
pointment to office. Now only the sort 
of minds cappide-of crediting gypsy j 
prophets can look upon monarchy as a 
heavenly Institution. Peoples no longer 
exist for their kings, but kings for their 
peoples. Tlie old-fashioned despot Is 
the dodo of politics. Respecting those 
vestigial remnants of the superstitious I 
past, the prophets, it is obvious that 
their self-denial is even more wonder¬ 
ful than their powers. It perhaps has 
not occurred to those who still take 
them seriously that if there existed a 
class of men capable of foretelling the 
date of a king’s death months or years 
in advance of its occurrence little j 
things like the outcome of horse races 
and the ups and downs of the stock I 
market would be ns clear as print to 
them. In that case, of course, they 
would soon own the wealth of the ! 
earth. But as prophets—gypsies, as- 
J trologers, clairvoyants nnd the rest— 
nre never billionaires, It follows either 
that they are frauds or the most un¬ 
selfish beings In a generally selfish 
world. 

On a day early in June of tills year 
a man named Hawkins committed : ! 
crimp at Marysville, Mo., and then i 
tried to run away from it. -Hawkins 
was a real estate dealer, alul left tlio 
town because he had forged pnper to 
the amount of $2,000. When he left 
Marysville, Hawkins was a fine-look 
ing. middle-aged gentleman, with hair 
slightly tinged with gray. At the end 
of two weeks lie came back a white- 
haired, broken-bodied old man. In the 
interval the man had wandered from 
place to place pursued by the hourly 
fear that lie would be tracked by 
bloodhounds. The fear deepened into 
an overmastering terror. He hid him¬ 
self in the woods. Finally the fear be¬ 
came unbearable. He returned to 
Marysville and gave himself up. Twen¬ 
ty years, lie said, hud been added to his 
life in less than twenty days. He wel¬ 
comed the penitentiary as a blessed re¬ 
lief. It is the old story. In seeking to 
dodge n financial trouble he took upon 
ids shoulders a greater one. The new 
trouble was so heavy that a prison 
seemed a heaven of rest after the hell 
into which he had plunged. When will 
men learn that justice is never cheated? 
That every crime brings Its penalty, 
soou or late? When will men learn they 
are not smarter than fate? There arc 
other bloodhounds than those of flesh 
nnd blood that pursue the man who 
breaks the law. The bloodhounds of 
conscience will ever bay deep-mouthed 
to the soul that sinneth. “Whatsoever 
a man sowetli, that nlso shall he reap.” 
That is the Inevitable law. If a man 
sows to the ttosh he shall of the flesh 
reap corruption. And ho will reap more 
than he sows. The law of Increase 
holds in the devil’s domain as it does 
In tlie fields of God.

Two-thirds of nil the letters which 
pass through the post offices of tlie | 
world are written by and sent to peo¬ 
ple who speak English, says Brad- 
street’s. There are substantially SIX),- j 
000,000 persons speaking colloquially 
one or other of the ten or twelve chief 
modern languages, and of these about 
25 per cent, or 125,(XX),000 persons, 
speak English. About 100,000,000 speak 
Russian, 75,000.000 German, 55.000,000 
French, 45,000,000 Spanish. 35,000,000 
Italian, and 12,000,000 Portuguese, and 
the balance Hungarian, Dutch, Polish, 
Flemish, Bohemian, Gaelic, Rouma¬ 
nian, Swedish, Finnish, Danish nnd 
Norwegian. Thus, while only one-quar¬ 
ter of those who employ tlie facilities 
of tlie postal departments of civilized 
governments speak as their native 
tongue English, two-thirds of those who 
correspond do so in tlie English lan¬ 
guage. There are, for Instance, more 
than 20,000 post offices in India, the 
business of which In letters and papers 
aggregates more than 300,000,000 a 
year, and the business of these offices 
is done chiefly In English, though of 
India’s total population, which Is nearly 
300,000,000, fewer than 300,000 persons 
either speak or understand English.

GIVING TO UNCLE SAM. 

Donations that Are Constantly Coin¬ 
ing in for the Government. 

Among the miscellaneous receipts of 
the national government are Included 
gifts of money from persons, here and 
abroad, who desire to “do something” 
for Uncle Sam. It was recalled on a lu¬ 
cent anniversary of the death of Gen. 
Nathaniel Lyon, who was killed in tlie 
Civil War, at the battle of Wilson’s 
Creek, that he left by will the most of 
his property to the United States Gov¬ 
ernment. 

In fact, it is in times of war that peo¬ 
ple are most stimulated to make gifts. 
Miss Helen Gould’s contribution of one 
hundred thousand dollars during the 
war with Spain is well remembered 
Among those who gave In smaller 
amounts was a New York man, wlm 
sent one thousand dollars to be used 
in the secret service, “without any ac¬ 
counting for it.” He had read that in 
former wars such funds, without tlie 
ordinary legal restrictions, had been of 
great service to the detective corps. An 
Englishman enclosed a postal order for 
one pound sterling, “as a contribution 
toward carrying on your war with 
Spain.” From another Englishman, a 
clergyman, came lmlf a guinea, which 
he hoped might “furnish a cup of cold 
water to some member of tlie army or 
navy.” 

Two little girls in St. Paul sent to 
Washington one dollar and forty cents 
at about tlie same time. One man now 
sends to the Treasury four times in 
every year u present of seventy-two 
dollars, the amount of his pension, 
which he purposes not to retain so long 
as lie holds a Government position. 

These gifts are small in the aggre¬ 
gate by comparison with the national 
expenditure, but they reveal a benev¬ 
olent purpose. What the Government 
desires of all its sons, renlly more than 
money gifts, is an earnest and abiding 
love of country, and this is a return 
which we can all make, In peace as 
well as in war.—Y'outh's Companion.

Au Old Doctor Te!l» a Secret of Min 
I'nifoMiia n. 

“Never toll a patient that there i s 
nothing tire matter with him,” said the 
old doctor, who was revealing the se¬ 
crets of his profession. "If you do, you 
make a lifelong enemy and lose' your 
patient, who sends for another doctor. 
Give him something, if it is only flavor¬ 
ed water. If the disease is only imagi¬ 
nary. cure the imagination with a 
harmless dose, and your patient gets 
well. In the profession we call such 
prescriptions ‘placebos,’ and more won¬ 
derful cures are effected by placebos 
than the world wots of. K.o, also, when 
you run across a patient who an¬ 
nounces the first thing that lie cannot 
take certain sorts of medicine, don't 
tell him he must. Agree with him and 
give him the medicine, if lie needs it, 
in a disguised form. 

“There are thousands of people who 
lalior under the conviction that they 
cannot take quinine and will tefl you 
that they have never taken it in their 
lives, while at the same time they may 
be taking large doses of it. The taste 
of quinine is hard to disguise, but if 
administered in a pill the patient can 
be made to take it ai^il never suspect 
what he lias swallowed. The trouble 
is the patient is apt to recognize a 
quinine pill by its appearance, to sus¬ 
pect, bite into the pill and tjg)s dis¬ 
cover your ruse. To obviate tills difil- 
eulty druggists now have pills of qui¬ 
nine made in odd shapes and colors. 
Pink pills, containing nothing but qui¬ 
nine anil a little harmless coloring mat¬ 
ter, arc a favorite form for use in cases 
where an antiquinino crank has to lie 
medicated. In giving a placebo it is not 
wise to lmve it taste too well. The pa¬ 
tient is apt to suspect if you do. And 
be sure that you gravely imnress uuon 
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On Sure Ground.

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Dentist to the Hippopotamus and Chi' 
ropodist to the Elephant. 
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f HEHEL^ is probably no animal, 
outside of the range of conven¬ 
tional domestic pets, which pro¬ 
vokes 60 much curiosity among, or 
proves such u magnet of amusement to, 
the juvenile fraternity, either at the 
circus or Zoological Gardens, as the ele¬ 
phant.

Tom,” the noble creature in the public 
Central Park of New York.

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HOW A SQUARE YARD OF NEW SKIN WAS GRAFTED ON 


"Rabe" lias an unusually finely devel¬ 
oped set of teeth, numbering twenty- 
eight in all. Among these are two very 
prominent teeth, properly called tusks, 
growing out of the lower jaw. They 
start iu a vertical direction, but bend 
In a backward, graceful curve. They 
are two of the most useful teeth to tlie 
hippopotamus, being requisitioned by 
tlie animal for tearing up the trees and 
bushes upon which it thrives, since it 
is purely a herbaceous animal. 

Under normal conditions these tusks 
grow- to about six inches in length. The 
rough work to which they are subject¬ 
ed by the creature when roaming 
through the forests iu quest of food 
prevents them from growing to a very 
great length. But in the luxurious res¬ 
idence of tlie menagerie cage, and the 
preparation of dainty dishes of loaves, 
hay and branmash, the tusks have no 
hard chewing to do. Therefore, they 
grow- to such a length that if not cut 
back they would pierce the upper jaw, 
prevent "Babe” from eating, and grad¬ 
ually starve him to death. Consequent¬ 
ly. "Babe” has to submit t-. periodical 
overliatilings of his teeth—the opera¬ 
tion takes place on the average about 
once a year. 

In the front of the mouth, also iu tlie 
lower jaw, are two other prominent 
teeth, projecting straight forward. 
These are not used for biting, but for 
digging up the earth when the animal 
fancies a tasty r<5ot for dinner. These 
also, in "Babe’s” case, have to be kept 
cut back, though they do not cause him 
so much iuconveuience, when too long, 
ns the tusks. 

To enable the operation to be Satif^ 
factorily performed, "Babe” was led 
out into the arena and placed near a 
stout iron post which lmd been deeply 
and rigidly fixed into the ground. The 
hippopotamus looked about him quizzi¬ 
cally as if endeavoring to divine wliat 
move was la contemplation. Chains 
were passed round his short legs, and 
fastened firmly to the ground. "Babe,” 
not quite comprehending the meaning 
of tills secure hobbling, gave a sonorous 
grunt, and looked threateningly at his 
keeper.

HOW THE DEAD ARE BPRIED AT MANILA. 

The Manila cemetery consists of two circuit walls, about seven feet thick 
pierced with holes, in which the coffins are placed. After a coffin has been de¬ 
posited the hole is bricked up and faced with a memorial tablet. These graves 
are leased for five years, at the end of which time, unless the lease is renewed, 
the coffins are taken ont and the bones thrown into a pile just outside the wall'. 

The walls of the cemetery are constructed of earth and rubble faced with 
stone, and the tropical rains soak through and rot the coffins. This method of 
burial dates back to the days of the domination of the Spanish friars. 

All sorts of designs are placed on the memorial tablet which seals the tomb 
and sometimes after a lease expires and another body has been placed in the 
grave the same tablet is replaced. 

The women of Manila are ever faithful in their mourning for their dead 
and fresh wreaths adorn the tombs of the departed ones cons-tantiv. 


There recently came to us an appeal 
from a young man who wants to locate 
where there Is more "luck” than In his 
home city.

The fact that Brown 
owned the farm, and that he was 
Brown's hired man, didn't bother him a 
bit He made up his mind that he 
would be as big a man as his employer 
some day. and he went at It in the right 
way. Incidentally he fell in love with 
Elizabeth Brown. He didn’t attempt 
an elopement, and bis mind was 
above ?20 a mouth and love In two 
rooms. One day he shipped on a lake 
steamer. He worked hard and intelli¬ 
gently. Every year found him holding 
a better Job than he had held the year 
previous. Finally he became Captatu 
Oscar Olson and was placed in charge 
of the John Smeatou, one of the largest 
and finest vessels owned by the Steel 
Trust. You may be sure that if he was 
not a good captain, a sailor to the ends 
of his toes, that he would not hold the 
place. Recently he went back to the old 
farm and married Elizabeth Brown, 
daughter of his old employer, and they 
nre ns happy as a pair of turtle doves.

The Carp Nuisance. 

An influence that seems to have a 
very material effect upon the bass fish¬ 
ing iu Lake Erie is that of the German 
carp. It is very generally believed 
among sportsmen and fishermen alike 
that the carp Is to our native fish 
as the English sparrow to our birds. 
No one accuses the carp of having suf¬ 
ficient enterprise to eat other fish—even 
small fry—but it roots among the 
spawning beds and is believed to de¬ 
vour eggs by the million. 

I have heard this complaint about 
Lake Erie, at tlie St. Clair flats and 
along the bays of Wisconsin, showing 
that everywhere in the lake region the 
carp Is held In the same disrepute. How 
much truth there is in the stories of 
his spawn eating would be hard to 
say, but it is certain that carp are to 
be found by thousands all about the 
great lakes. Some of them are mon¬ 
sters in size and nil root about the 
banks of bay and bayou and the bot¬ 
tom of every shallow place. 

Many small lakes have been entered, 
says .a writer In Outing, and their wa¬ 
ters turned from crystal to mud color 
by the rooting. There is no doubt that 
they disturb spawn beds ar.d do an im¬ 
mense amount of harm, whether they

Funds for maintaining the home will 
be secured by subscriptions. Dogs 
which cannot lie cured will be made 
away with painlessly.

Patronised by Kings, Princes, Noble¬ 
men and Legislators. 

King Edward once paid n sovereign 
for a paper, though his hunger for 
news can hardly have been desperate, 
says the St. James Gazette. The news 
vendor was Davy Stephens, the famil¬ 
iar figure on Kingstown pier, who had 
sold papers to passengers landing in 
Ireland for half a century. Lord Rose¬ 
bery has also given "Davy” a sover¬ 
eign for a copy of a daily, and the 
Queen of Kouinnuiu was equally gener¬ 
ous. Davy was at the pier when Lord 
Wolseley returned from the first Ashan- 
tee war with a "coffee pot" on his head 
and the glimpse of the conquering hero 
reminded Davy that on his departure 
Lord Wolseley lmd handed him half a 
sovereign and bade him a friendly good- 
by. Bismarck, when lie visiu-d Ireland, 
gave Davy a handful of ITeiich cop¬ 
pers for his papers! 

The famous newsman lias grown to 
be familiar with his great customers, 
and his wit is never unappreciated. The 
Prince of Wales, who gave Davy half 
a sovereign, was more amused than an¬ 
noyed when Davy reminded him that 
he was ‘only half a sovereign himself." 
The Duke of Edinburgh was less ex¬ 
travagant: he gave the newsman a 
three-penny bit for his paper, which 
Davy did not mind, seeing that an ex¬ 
cited and ultra-loyal Irishwoman 
bought it from him for ten shillings. 
Mr. Gladstone once paid him five shil¬ 
lings for a copy of Punch, which Davy 
received as gratefully as the sovereigns 
of the richer men. Mr. Morley. too, be¬ 
longs to Davy's "silver” friends, and 
the witty newsman Is on excellent 
terms with the ex-Chlef Secretary. It 
was from Davy that Mr. Morley more 
than once learned his first Irish news 
on reaching the Emerald Isle. Fre¬ 
quently Mr. Morley would say: “What's 
the news, Davy?” and the Irishman 
would reply non-committally, “All un¬ 
der my arm, sir.”
